BRIEF REPORTS TO THE TRIBAL COUNCIL 
At the October meeting of the Navajo Tribal Council 
brief reports were made by the Tribal Chairman and the 
Tribal Legal staff of activities in their offices. 

The activity of Tribal representatives in the meeting 
with State school personnel at Monticello, Utah to re¬ 
quest the establishment of a new public school to serve 
the needs of Navajo and non-Navajo children at the 
new Mexican Hat Uranium Mill currently under con¬ 
struction wasvone of the items reported by Mr. Paul Jones, 
Chairman. 

On September 5 the Tribal Chairman accompanied Mr. 
Harry Frazee, a representative of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture, on a tour of the drouthstricken areas of the Nav¬ 
ajo reservation. 

On September 10, Mr. Jones traveled to Washington 
to confer with the Secretary of the Interior with regard 
to the proposed Delhi-Taylor contract. Mr. Jones stated 
that the Secretary has promised that a new draft of the 
contract will be drawn up by his department, on the basis 
of 50-50 division of production royalties. The new con¬ 
tract will be patterned after the contracts currently used 
in Venezuela. 

On October 5, the Tribal Chairman attended the Inter-

request for oral argument. The case should be scheduled 
for such argument in the Arizona State Supreme Court in 
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state Stream Commission meeting at Santa Fe, New Mexi¬ 
co ot which time he presented a strong appeal for more 
water to serve the Navajo country, pointing to the con¬ 
tinual growth of Navajo population. 

Mr. Jones also pointed to negotiations which have been 
underway between Tribal representatives and representa¬ 
tives of Trade unions in an effort to arrive at basic agree¬ 
ments which will facilitate the employment of Navajo 
labor on the Glen Canyon Dam and on other Reservation 
projects. 

Following the report of the Tribal Chairman, Mr. Nor¬ 
man N. Lifted, General Counsel, took the stand to render 
his report. Mr. Littell covered nine bills affecting Nav- 
ajos in the last Congress. He pointed out that, of the nine, 
three were passed, and that these three are very import¬ 
ant with regard to the Navajo people. Of the three, one 
Was the Upper Colorado River Bill, another was the Gal- 
lup-Durango highway Bill which suspends the Govern¬ 
ment Claim for reimbursement by the Navajo Tribe for 
the Gallup-Durango highway. The third was the extension 
of the Indian Claim Commission Act. 

Mr. Littell also covered in details the Utah Trespass 
Case and the Arizona-California water litigation with 
special reference to the water rights of Arizona Indians. 

Mr. Littell was followed by Assistant General Counsel 
Lawrence Davis, who reported on several cases involving 
or interesting to the Navajo. With regard to Hugh Lee vs 
Paul Williams case, Mr. Davis stated that a reply brief 
has been filed and the attorney for Hugh Lee has filed a 


the near future. With regard to the suit which the Native 
American Church has brought against the Navajo tribe, 
the U.S. Attorney has moved for the dismissal of the case 
on the ground that an Indian Tribe cannot be sued with¬ 
out an Act of Congress permitting such suit, and no such 
Act has been passed. The motion for dismissal will be 
argued in court in the near future at Prescott, Arizona. 
Mr. Davis also called the attention of the Tribal Council 
to a suit involving the Whiteriver Apaches. Mr. Davis 
pointed out that the Whiteriver Apaches had decided to 
build a dam on their reservation to provide a swimming 
pool and other facilities, but the Salt River Water Users 
Association brought a suit in the State Court and se¬ 
cured an injunction against the contractor who was to 
construct the dam. The Water Users Association contends 
that Indians on Indion Reservations should be subject 
to the same limitations as other citizens, which provide 
that any wells not in production in 1950 cannot be 
brought into production now. 

Following the report of Mr. Davis, Associate Tribal 
Attorney Lawrence C. Huerta and Legal Advisor Mark 
C. Reno reviewed in detail the activities of their offices. 

In this connection, Mr. Huerta emphasized the heavy 
load of mining matters reviewed each month by his 
office, as well as the development of regulations go¬ 
verning the operation of coal mines, the review of legal

Mr. Reno pointed out that his office has been in¬ 
strumental in collecting nearly $75,000 from insurance 
and other benefits for which individual Navajos have 
been proven eligible. The amount in reference covers 
only those accounts amounting to $2,000 or more in¬ 
dividually, and excludes many smaller sums. In addition, 
Mr. Reno has been highly instrumental in the improve¬ 
ment of the operation of the Navajo Tribal Courts of 
Indian Offenses, in the operation of which he acts as 
a consultant and advisor to the Tribal Judges.

FROM THE BRANCHES 

Education: 

During the month of September progress has been 
encouraging in the enrollment of Navajo students for 
all categories of Bureau and Public schools. As of Sept¬ 
ember 21, 1956, more than 1,200 students had been 
enrolled during ihe first two weeks of school than were 
enrolled during the same period last year. 

More than 3,500 students were enrolled during the 
same period this year than were enrolled during the same 
pei iod two years ago. In this connection the McKinley 
County Public Schools in New Mexico reported a gain 
of 710 students, most of whom are Navajo, over last 
year These facts are interpreted as pointing to the 
increased interest of the Navajo people in education, 
and in the efficacy of the joint Bureau-Tribal recruitment 
program of the pest summer. 

Relocation: 

During September a total of 18 single and 11 family 
units, representing 44 persons, were relocated. 

Mr. Charles Coffee, formerly Relocation Officer for 
the Crownpoint Subagency, transferred to the Los An- 
(jContinued on page 7) 
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geles Field Relocation Office. Mr. Orville Fletcher who 
formerly taught at Fort Wingate Boardinng School has 
taken his place. 

Welfare: 

General Assistance grants during September amounted 
to $13,257, while for the same period $3,495 was spent 
for boarding care. There will be a total of 37 blind, deaf 
and feebleminded Navajo children under the care of the 
Welfare Branch this year. 

Law and Order: 

Following joint action by the Tribal Committee on 
Law and Order cr.d the Branch of Law and Order, 39 
candidates for patrolmen were interviewed, from which 
12 new patrolmen were hired. 

Forestry: 

To data a total of 88 forest fires have been reported 
in the Navajo timber lands, and have been suppressed. 
Of the total, 13 fires occurred during September. A 
total of 789.52 acres were burned during the past fire 
season. All of the Fire Lookout Stations are currently 
closed with exception of the station at Fluted Rock. 

Realty 

A lotal of 18 drilling and exploration permits, 8 
tribal mining permits, 10 assignment of Tribal Mining 
permits, 7 renewals of Tribal Mining permits, 3 relin¬ 
quishments of assignments of mining permits, and a 
total of 46 separate items were cleared through the 
Tribal Advisory Committee during September with regard 
to uranium mining activities. 

Roads: 

The school bus route improvement project involving 
the rood between Cornfields and Sunrise has been com¬ 
pleted. Similar work has been started on the road be¬ 
tween Ganado and Nazlini.

The school contains nine regular classrooms and eight 
special classrooms consisting of a general science room, 
physics, chemistry laboratory, typing and commercial 
room, home economics room, music-audio-visual-speech 
room, arts and crofts shop, fine arts room and study hall 


library room. A regulation-size gymnasium and audi¬ 
torium with kitchen facilities.
